THE DEATH PENALTY.

Executlon in Virginia of Alexander Gard-
ner, a Negro, for Complicity in Double
Murder and Arsen—Atroclous and
Brutal Nature of the Crime—
Speoch on the Scaffold.

New Kexr Courr Housm, Va., Feb, 11, 1870,

Alexander Gardner, & negro, one of the notorious
New Kent murderers, In the presence of guite a
erowa pald whe penalty of hils terribls crime on the
soaffold to-dny. Nearly two years has elapsed since
one of the most sanguinary tragedies on record
startled and horrifled the peaceable and law-abid-
Ing clvzens of this county. Lowis Kenneay and
Alexander Gardaner, negroes, murdered John Baker
and Mrs, Julla Stewart,

At & plaoe culled Pegg's Polnt, just abova the port
of West Polnt, at the bend of the Pamunky river,
lived a Mrs. Julln Btewart, a widow, the proprietress
of & small plantation and the reported posseasor of
# considerable amoumt of money itn specie and
greenbacks. Residing with her, in the capacity of
overseer or Ianager, was a man named John Haker,
& half Indian and negro, who also lived in criminal
intimacy with her, and he, too, was known to have s
large amount of money of nw own. Inthe same
neighborhiood in 1867, & megro named Alexander
Gardner lived, wio was frequently employed by
Raker to work on the piantsiion, About shis time
shere appeared in the violnity wnother negro, named
Lewls Kennedy, hailing from North Carolins, who
ulso obtalned employment from Baker, and ihese
make the principal parties to the ragedy. Mra
Siewart, whose maiden name was Hockady, was
good looking, of very preposssssing mann:rs, and
came of & most respectable family; but report says
ahe hud been, since her marriage, & woman of loose
morals, Her huaband died about ten years since,
apd shortly afterwards John Bakor, the ball-breed
Indian, became A frequent visitor ac her houss, snd
from the fact Lbat ho wis seen coming and golng at
the mogt unseasonable honrs, she was regarded by
people in the nelghborhood as bis mistcess, 5o no-
torious bad tbw become al the cloke of the war that
1t faied to excite any surprise, and as if It was no
longer an object to voncenl thelr lliicit intimaey,
Baker, at the urgent request of the lndy, took up his
resldence with ler, In this double capaciiy of
manager and paramour Baker continued to live
with Mra. Btewart; but 1t was not long before they
disagreed, gquarrelled and even blows rosulted
from their dissenslons,
